representative, 
Jack Brooks stated that it 


would be difficult to determine 
the price of a “Dixie cup full 
of ice and punch.” 

After similar statements by 
various members of the Council 
the vote was unanimous to have 
the free Pane.

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Administration Shows Confidence 


Increased confidence in the ability of student govern- 
ment to cope with student problems was expressed recently 
by the Sacramento State College administration when it 
proposed to turn over the enforcement of college policies 
involving student organizations and student activiti»s to the 
Associated Students board of justice. 

The board of justice now exercises jurisdiction only in 
the enforcement of Associated Students policies. College 
policies are handled through the office of the dean of 
students. Under the administrative proposition, the board 
of justice would be responsible for all student activities al- 
though any decision could be appealed to the dean of 
students. 

As yet, the Student Council has not accepted this of- 
fer. It would have been expected that the executive arm 
of the Associated Students would be delirious with joy 
at the faith which was shown in their iudicial body, but 
some fear of the consecnences pervaded Monday's meeting. 

Some Council members were afraid that the board of 
justice would not want the responsibility of trving their 
fellow students for violations of college policies. They said 
that they would like to hear the opinion of board members 
before voting them extra duties. 

This is not, however, a valid reason for hesitsting on 
the acceptance of the proposal. Since all board of justice 
members serve at the pleasure of the Associated Students 
president, any reluctant jurists could easily be replaced by 
students who were not afraid of responsibility. As Tom 
Willoughby, Associated Students president, put it, “If any 
do not like the job they can resign.” 

This measure may not seem important to 
students, but it is really a milestone in the advance of 
student government on this campus. Whenever the college 
administration agrees to surrender some of its power to the 
students, a major victory has been gained. Viewed in this 
light, the administrative proposition may be the most im- 
portant single event of the year for Sacramento State Col- 
lege. 

Willouehby pinpointed the meaning of the move when 
he said, “It is a real answer to everyone who cries for 
autonomy of the students.” 

Student Council should wait no longer. At its next 
meeting, Council should gratefully accept this offer. Un- 
less the Council quickly and enthusiastically approves this 
measure, it will begin to appear that the college administra- 
tion has more confidence in the ability of student leaders 
than the leaders themselves have.

Council Rejects ‘Economy

With that conversation, Student Council brought to a 
conclusion the consideration of an economy measure which 
Gordon (Corky) Fergusson, Associated Students secretary- 
treasurer, had suported a week before.

Council’s action in stating that after theater dances 
and after game dances are different in kind is a rationaliza- 
tion of the worst sort. The inconsistency in a policy that 
calls for free refreshments after the theater and paid re- 
freshments after games is too obvious to belabor. F

inconsistent act of the Student Council to provide them. 
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President's Comments

The ideas expressed in this column 
ave those of the author and are not 
necessarily the opinions of either 
The Hornet or the Student Counci!. 

Right now your Student Asso- 
ciation is in a position to take a 
positive step in the direction of 
greater autonomy. Whether or 
not it takes that step is up to 
you, 

This is the situation. As you 
all know the Student Association 
has its own constitution and by- 
laws--its own laws for the ad- 
ministration of its affairs. They 
are our own rules and policies, 
made by our elected representa- 
tives and enforced by the judicial 
branch of student government. In 
addition to our rules, there are 
also college rules regulations 
made and enforced by the col- 
lege. administration, Traditional- 
ly, college and student rules have 
occupied separate spheres, Such 
dual legislation breeds no evil of 
confusion. The young Democrats, 
for example, recently had their 
publicity priviieges temporarily 
suspended. Many wondered why 
it was the college administration 
who imposed such a penalty and 
not the Student Association. 
When the Democrats appealed 
the penalty, others wondered 
why an administrative body, not 
a student board, heard the ap- 
peal. The simple fact behind tne 
confusion was that the Young 
Democrats had violated a college 
rule, not a student rule. It was 
up to college authorities, there- 
fore, to judge the violation. 

Certainly, some of us resent 
the fact that college policies 
must be administered by the col- 
lege administration. We fee! that 
if we are to be judged, we should 
be judged by our peers. 

Such a condition may soon be- 
come a reality, The college ad- 
ministration is willing, and has 
offered, to turn over to the Stu- 
dent Association the administra- 
tion of all college rules and poli- 
cies governing student organiza- 
tions and student activities. 

This means simply that the 
student judiciary, would be able 
to judge all violations of college 
rules, determine innocence or 
guilt, and recommend the pen- 
alty to be imposed. In the case 
of the Young Democrats for ex- 
ample, they would have been 
charged with violation of a col- 
lege rule by the Attorney Gen- 
eral; the case would have bees 


heard by our own Board of Jus- 
tice; and the board would have 
recommended a suitable penalty. 

The offer has been made; a 
new area of student autonomy 
has deen opened to us. Do we 
want to accept the offer and en- 
ter this new area? Our answer 
must be determined by two fur- 
ther questions. First, do we want 
the added responsibility? Do we 
want to take upon ourselves an- 
other area of jurisdiction? Do 
we want to be responsible for 
enforcing college rules with our 
own judicial machinery ? Second- 
ly, we must ask ourselves wheth- 
er we are ready for the added 
responsilility. Administration of 
ruJes that we have not oursel\ es 
made demands a mature outlook 
on the part of the student judi- 
ciary, on the part of the students 
directly involved, and on the part 
of the entire student body. The 
judiciary would have to form 
mature and impartial judgments; 
we would have to accept these 
judgments with equal maturity. 

Autonomy has its price; in our 
case the price is stated in terms 
of mature responsibility. There 
are some, I know, who maintain 
that we as a student body can- 
not pay this price. I believe these 
few are wrong. 

The question of whether or not 
to accept the offex made by the 
college administration must be 
decided. It cannot be decided in 
terms of the fecling of the pres- 
ent judiciary, The question is not 
whether the individual justices 
wish the added responsibility but 
rather whether the Student Asso- 
ciation is ready for it. 

On Monday, November 19, the 
Student Council will meet in 
joint session with the Lxecutive 
Couneil of the college. This offer 
will be one of the time on the 
agends. Whether or not your 
represe .tatives will be able to 
accept it depends on you. Let 
them know how you feel. You 
can reach your Student Associa- 
tion president in his office at 1 
p.m. every day, and in addition 
at 10 am. on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. His phone is 248. If 
you want to see him and can’t at 
those times buttonhole him and 
your other representatives on 


campus. 

Your Student Association is 
now in a to take for 
reaching and for sighted action.
